The silent language of the modern 
railway employe is a mystery to the 
uninitiated. Wild movements of 
arms, hands, body, head, rolling of 
the eyes and distorting the face, when 
gone through in rapid succession, are 
liable to incline one to the belief that 
he is in the midst of a colony of luna- 
tics. 

Signs have been made necessary to 
convey information bet ween employes 
by the long trains of the present day, 
making speedy communication in any 
other way an impossibility. There is 
now a sort of international code in 
use, which is practically the san 
every road running out 
At night the same signals arc conveyed 
with a lantern. 

The rear brakeman is the man who 
does most of the signalling, for the 
reason that it is he who is nearest the 
conductor and from him receives 
orders tor the entire crew. 

Here are a few of the things they 
talk about while balancing themselves 
on the tops of high ears while the 
wind is blowing a gale. 

The conductor expresses a desire to 
have the engine cut loose from the 
train. At this the brakeman clenches 
his right hand on a level with his 
stomach and the left above his head. 
Then he quickly reverses the positions. 
The engineer understands just what 
is wanted. 

The engineer on entering a town 

sees the rear man touch his forehead, 

then, extend his arm and point to the 

ami he knows that the train is 

to enter on the right-hand siding or 

i. Should the extending 
arm be straight ahead it means just 
that, that the train is not to take the 
milling. 

The opening of the hand tlat, fingers 
down, with sweeping motions from 
right to left, indicates when the train 
is at a standstill that it is to he un- 
coupled so as to allow teams to pass 
through. 

When, in switching, it is desired to 
give a cut off car a shove strong 
enough to send it clear upon the 
switch, the brakeman stretch, 
both arms and wriggles his tists 
violently. 

If the train is to slop at the next 
station to dump way freight, the 
brakeman, with both hands. 

through motions not dissimilar to 
those o( a man cutting wood. 

The car-counting trick is one of the 
most ingenious perhaps (>f all the 
signals. In doing this both hands are 
brought sharply together above the 
head, each OUtp meaning one 
ordinarily used to let the engineer 
know how far he must hack to 

mi point or car. After one of 

claps, should the hands part. 

i'e a semicircle, then a pause, 

both hands horizontal, he knows that 

means half a car's length. 

Holding up two lingers of the right 
hand, palm in, indicates that a tlat 
coupling pin is needed. Spreading all 
the fingers of the right hand, then 
closing the hand smartly, means that 
a coupling link is required. 

Holding boths hands extended on a 
level with the hips means set the 
brakes. To go ahead is indicated by 
waving one hand slowly above the 
head. Beckoning means to back, but 
in switching both hands are waved 
above the head to indicate going 
ahead. If the wrong car has been 
uncoupled the brakeman mas 
circle of thumb and forefinger of left 
hand and jabs the forefinger of the 
right hand into in several timet 
is not graceful, but very effect. 

These are only a few oi the things 
in this silent language, hut suffice it 
that there is no conversation 
connected with the operating of trains 
that these hardy fellows cannot carry 
on with head, body and arms and be 

understood perfectly. 

The violence or gentleness with 
which these signals are given also 
indicate something, just as the light 
ami heavy lines in shorthand writing 
indicate different letters or words. 
They even carry tl is to tlirt 

with the dairymaids along the line, 
who quickly become familiar with the 
language ol the railroader. 

'The whistle signals are principally 
used to indicate " down brakes,"' one 
whistle : ' 

ahead," two whistles; "hacking," 
ties ; calling in the flagman, 
four long whist 

■ short and two long whis- 
B short whistles indicate 
" Look out for yourselves, for there's 
tiouble ahead. '*

He had just 
come out of the saloon of Hideker 
it Xeely, on the corner of Twelfth 
and Main, and was crossing the 
towards Listen's saloon when struck 
by the car. lie was knocked down 
and the car pa him. Those 

who were standing in the vicinity at 
once went to the assistance of the un- 
fortunate young man, hut he died in 
a very short time after they at 
The body was taken into the s 
of Bideker A' Xeely and Justice 
Handle was sent for. He arrived 
some minutes later and held the 
inquest. He took the teslimo 
John Nolan, Jerry ("row lev, and John 
Kchoe, who weie eye witnesses of the 
unfortunate occurrence. At tie 
elusion o\' the testimony he bound 
Sims over to the grand jury in the 
sum of $-100. The bond was im- 
mediately furnished. Superintendent 
Geo. B. Hendricks of the North Side 
Company being the surety. 

Both legs of the young man 
broken, the fingers oi' the left hand 
mashed off. and the feet ma 
The back of his head was mashed and 
his body badly bruised. Heath fol- 
lowed very quickly after the accident 
happened. John Sims, the motor 
man. says he did not see Lytic until 
he was within I him, on 

account of that part of Main i 

well lighted, lie at once 
I off the current and applied the 
brake he could, but 

could not stop the ear before it struck 
Lytic. The latter was hit on th. 
side and the car passed over him, but 
only ran one car length afterwards. 

Sims says he had only three and a half 
points turned on, which would run 
the car at a rate of three or four miles 
an hour.
